TURKEY  BREEDER  HENS  ON  FARMS  JANUARY  1,  1956 
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Heavy  breed  turkey  breeder  hens  on  farms  January  1,  1956  were  estimated 
at  2,719,000  birds — 10  percent  more  than  a year  ago.  Breeder  hens  of  the 
light  breeds  were  estimated  at  493,000 — a decrease  of  8 percent,  the  Crop 
Reporting  Board  announced. 

Numbers  of  heavy  breed  hens  on  January  1 this  year  showed  increases  in  all 
parts  of  the  country,  except  the  North  Atlantic,  where  there  was  a decrease  of 
1 percent.  Increases  from  a year  ago  were  14  percent  in  the  West  North  Central, 
13  percent  in  the  South  Central,  11  percent  in  the  East  North  Central,  10  per- 
cent in  the  West  and  1 percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  States.  The  6 leading 
States  with  60  percent  of  the  heavy  breeders  in  the  country,  ranking  in  the 
order  named,  are  California,  Texas,  Minnesota,  Oregon,  Missouri,  and  Ohio. 

These  6 States  have  13  percent  more  heavy  breeders  than  a year  ago. 

Light  breed  turkey  breeder  hens  on  farms  January  1 showed  decreases  from 
a year  ago  in  all  parts  of  the  country  except  the  West  North  Central  and  South 
Atlantic,  where  there  were  increases  of  6 and  h percent  respectively.  Decreases 
were  9 percent  in  the  South  Central,  10  percent  in  the  East  North  Central,  27 
percent  in  the  West  and  35  percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  States.  The  6 lead- 
ing States  with  64  percent  of  the  light  breeder  hens  in  the  country  are 
Virginia,  Minnesota,  Ohio,  Missouri,  California  and  Texas.  These  States  had  4 
percent  fewer  light  breeders  on  January  1 than  a year  earlier.
